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September  1,  1933,  ushered  a  somewhat  bewildered  group  of  106  ambitious  Fresh¬ 
man  across  the  threshold  of  the  educational  dispensary  of  CCHS  to  become  the  Class  of 
1937. 

Four  years  later  the  group  emerges  from  the  doorway  of  CCFiS,  the  product  of  the 
finest  teaching  and  inheritance  of  America,  and  bubbling  over  with  eagerness  to  go  on. 
Although  slightly  smaller  than  when  it  first  entered,  the  class  comes  out  with  a  member¬ 
ship  of  86  to  claim  the  title  as  the  largest  class  to  ever  graduate  from  CCHS. 

The  excellent  coaching  and  strenuous  practice  of  those  four  years  has  brought  nine 
berths  on  the  boys’  basketball  squad,  13  helmets  and  shoulder  pads  for  the  gridiron  squad, 
five  places  on  the  baseball  diamond,  and  6  pairs  of  spiked  track  shoes,  which  were  all 
capably  filled  by  the  Class  of  1937. 

The  girls’  basketball  squad  swept  across  their  schedule  with  the  fighting  of  the  four 
Seniors  leading  them  on. 

The  more  musically  inclined,  so  called  dignities,  filled  13  chairs  in  the  Nationally 
famous  concert  band  and  six  in  the  orchestra,  while  19  senior  voices  were  heard  in  the 
choir  and  glee  clubs. 

Four  senior  boys  went  forth  to  wrangle  against  national  competition  for  the  glory 
of  the  speech  department  of  CCHS,  while  another  1 6  have  pushed  forward  to  send  the 
printed  word  of  the  Eagle  paper  to  the  world. 

Six  have  labored  and  pushed  in  the  Booster  Club  to  support  contests  and  tournaments 
to  win  fame  for  CCHS;  and  another  six  have  worried  and  scurried  on  the  annual  board 
to  print  this  fame  in  the  immortal  style  of  the  Columbian. 

The  Commercial  Club  was  bolstered  by  2  5  blustering  seniors,  the  Home  Economics 
Club  led  by  ten,  the  Future  Farmers  supported  by  another  four,  and  the  Sunshine  Society 
by  still  another  18. 

Almost  every  class  and  every  club  has  felt  the  push  or  the  pull  of  a  part  of  these  86 
seniors  at  one  time  or  another. 

There  are  40  boys  and  46  girls  in  the  class.  Twenty-four  of  the  group  were  born  in 
Columbia  City  and  thirty-one  in  Indiana,  while  the  rest  were  scattered  out  over  the 
neighboring  states  with  the  exception  of  two,  who  came  from  Canada,  and  one,  from 
Oklahoma.  The  greatest  number  were  born  in  the  merry  month  of  May. 

Ancestors  have  been  traced  back  to  such  notable  individuals  as  Christopher  Colum¬ 
bus,  Captain  John  Smith,  Daniel  Boone,  and  others.

Nut,  not  unsurprising  to  the  boys,  the  girls  hold  the  sweepstakes  in  the  race  for  the 
largest  head  gear;  for  the  girls  average  a  size  22,  while  the  largest  a  boy  can  boajst  is 
limited  to  a  7J4- 

The  alarm  clock  fulfills  its  obligations  at  4:3  0  in  the  morning  for  the  earliest  risers, 
while  the  merry  shouting  of  the  grade  school  students  on  their  way  to  school  at  7:45 
serves  as  the  only  warning  for  the  latest  sleeper,  who  grabs  his  clothes  and  a  handful  of 
Wheaties  and  runs  to  beat  the  tardy  bell. 

Most  of  the  seniors  pull  their  night  caps  tightly  over  their  heads  at  10:15,  but  a  few 
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have  passed  the  Sandman  on  special  evenings  without  being  caught  until  his  following 
appearance. 

The  social  studies  and  mathematics  classes  were  dreaded  a  bit  more  by  the  average 
senior  than  any  of  the  others,  while  dramatic  art  and  choir  ran  a  close  contest  for  the 
title  of  the  "Pipe  Course.”  Band  and  athletics  battled  each  other  for  some  time  to  be 
the  most  regularly  attended  activity  outside  of  school,  but  finally  ended  in  a  tie.  How¬ 
ever  theaters  and  dances  found  their  places  on  the  preferred  list  of  amusements  to  fill  the 
vacant  spots. 

Though  many  do  not  play  instruments  or  sing,  music,  regardless  of  type,  seems  to 
hold  the  interest  of  all  the  class. 

Only  two  self-styled  poets  were  to  be  found  amongst  the  fold — both  young,  ro¬ 
mantic  boys.

Although  many  have  patterned  their  lives  after  Dick  Powell,  Joe  E.  Brown,  Popeye, 
Washington  Wellington  Wimpy,  and  many  other  notable  characters,  all  are  putting  the 
sky  as  their  highest  aim  and  expect  to  reach  it  in  their  own  airplane.
